ina dangerous position, for railway communica- 
‘tion had not been completed, and * her 
naval force in the East was insufficient, 
while a small Japanese naval force’ would 
have beea able ta cut off Port Arthur 
from all supplies, for which that port depended 
on from Wladiwostock and Japan itself, and at 
* the same time Port Anhir might have been 
isolated on the land side by a sudden descent 
_ of Japanese troops, The transpart resources of 
Japan were 80 great that she could have thrqwn, 
without any delay, 70,000 men into Manchuria, 
She.was also in a position to raise an army of 
200,000 men, of which 150,000 could ‘be sent
